Teens build system to speed research 


By Rita Savard 

From harnessing solar power to finding a 
cure for cancer, computers serve as valuable 
research tools. But some scientists say not 
having enough computer power stalls 
progress. 

Now, a trio of innovative thinkers from 
Andover High School — yes, high school - 
are taking small steps in an effort to some- 
day make a giant technological leap. 

Three seniors, Alexander “Sasha” Selet- 
sky, his brother Oleg, and friend Josh Wein- 
er, all 17, are building a network of machines 
to help scientists speed up their research. 
The teens’ cluster of computers will provide 
more computing power than what is now 
available to many scientists. 

By using the computer 
researchers should be able to predict what 


cluster, 
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happens to molecules during experiments, 
reducing the time scientists must spend in 
the laboratory. 

“You can’t model everything in the real 
world with a computer,” says Sasha Selet- 
sky. “We're not trying to replace lab experi- 
ments, but we are trying to help learn ways 
that save the scientist time by offering an 
added source of information to work with.” 

The Andover boys are still in the process 
of installing software into their cluster of 
about 10 computers. Once the download is 
complete, the machines will share the task of 
calculating mathematical operations that will 
provide a better picture of what happens to 
molecules. 

Scientists like Angeliki “Diane” Rigos, 
associate professor of chemistry at Merri- 
mack College, say knowing what's happen-

ing at that level helps her to better target 
problems. 

“(Using computer models) you can look 
at the individual atoms and what they are 
doing in detail,” she says. “With a real life 
sample there are millions and trillions ol 
atoms. 

“Picture yourself in a dark room and 
you're looking for something.” says Rigos 
“It's hard to find anything in the dark. Com 
putational chemistry is like turning on the 
lights.” 

Rigos, who is currently researching how 
corrosion happens, says a dedicated cluster 
one such as the Andover High School stu 
dents are trying to create working non-stop 
can offer information crucial to scientific 
discoveries.

Flu shots for 
only 500 here

Chiron Corp., a US manu- 
facturer based in Liverpool, 
England and one of only two 
major flu vaccine producers in 


| the world, had its license sus- 


pended last week by British 
health regulators after they 
found contamination in the 
supply. 

Chiron produces half of 
America’s influenza vaccine 
According to the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health, 
462.000 doses were ordered 
from Chiron to combat this 
year’s flu season in this state 

“In the 30 years I’ve been 
working in the field, this is the 
first time we've truly had to 
ration medicine,” said Everett 
Penney, director of public 
health for Andover. “It’s not an 
easy thing to tell people that 
they can’t have something that’s 
supposed to help their health.” 

Last winter approximately 
1,500 Andover residents, most- 
ly seniors, received flu shots 
This season, the town is expect 
ing to receive around 500 doses 
of the vaccine from the state, 
said Penney. About 1,000 resi- 
dents would still be without the

In the aftermath of the 
country’s flu-vaccine supply 
being abruptly cut in half, 
Penney said health officials 
should consider how America 
can better prepare for future 
health crises.

Influenza typically kills

shot. 

Towns can buy the vaccine 
directly from the manufacturer. 
According to Penney, Andover 
officials had decided to dip into 
the town budget and purchase an 
additional 500 doses to safe- 
guard all residents considered 
high-risk candidates. 

The vaccine should be 
reserved for babies and toddlers 
ages 6-23 months, people 65 
and older, anyone with a chron- 
ic condition such as heart or 
lung disease, pregnant women, 
nursing home residents, children 
on aspirin therapy, health-care 
workers who care for high-risk 
groups, and anyone who cares 
for or lives with babies younger 
than 6 months. 

But the attempt to order more 
of the vaccine from the US’s 
second vaccine manufacturer, 
Aventis Pasteur based in France, 


Andover will have fewer flu shots to give to residents 
such as Hilda Sheehan (above). 


was put on hold until the federal 
government can try to evenly 
distribute the country’s available 
supply to high-risk people only. 

According to the US Centers 
for Disease Control, Aventis 
Pasteur will produce 55.4 mil- 
lion flu shots this year; | million 
more than originally estimated. 
The vaccine manufacturer has 
already shipped out 30 million 
doses. 

The likelihood that Aventis 
can produce any more of the 
vaccine right now is slim, since 
the drug takes months to formu- 
late from an old-fashioned 
method using chicken eggs. 

The “seed vaccine” method 
is a half-century old, taking up 
to six months to produce enough 
vaccine for one flu season. 
When health officials determine 
which flu strains are going to be 
the most problematic, the strains 
are then injected into the eggs 
where the seed vaccine is 
formed. The 50-year-old prac- 
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tice, while time consuming, is 
inexpensive compared to more 
modern approaches involving 
human or animal cells. 

Penney said the town will 
most likely have to wait two to 
three weeks more before offi- 
cials know exactly how much of 
the vaccine will be available. 

“Unfortunately, the demand 
in Andover will probably be 
even higher this year because 
people are aware of the crisis,” 
Penney said. “Even healthy peo- 
ple want to make sure they’re 
protected but because of this 
unprecedented shortage, we're 
asking that only those who real- 
ly need it come out when the 
vaccine is available.” 

Currently, the tentative date 
for Andover’s flu clinic is sched- 
uled for Nov. 18 at the Andover 
High School field house. 

Contamination was discov- 
ered in a small amount of Chi- 
ron’s vaccine in August, delay- 
ing shipments to the US. Still, 
the country’s leading health offi- 
cials assured the public fewer 
than two weeks ago that close 
monitoring showed the rest of 
Chiron’s supply was fine, and 
plenty of vaccine would be 
available. 

“Just yesterday, my AARP 
(American Association of 
Retired Persons) newsletter 
came in the mail,” said Alma 
Cooney, 72, of Andover. “There 
was a front page story that said 
we wouldn't have to worry 
about the flu shots. But we do.” 

On Monday, Oct. 4, Britain 
officially prohibited exporting 
the Fluvirin brand that Chiron 
manufactures in Liverpool.

With their Buick dead in the 
breakdown lane, Dawna A. 
Blood of Merrimac and her 4- 
year-old son were getting into a 
friend’s car for a ride home. 

But little Nicholas Bailey 
Drolet remembered they had left 
something in the disabled car - 
“We gotta get the kitty, 
Momma, we gotta get the kitty,” 
he said. The two returned to 
their car. While Blood searched 
for the cat they were bringing 
home, Nicholas was jumping in 
the backseat batting her with a 
balloon. 

That's when Blood says she 
saw an SUV heading for her dis- 
abled car in the breakdown lane 
of Route 495. That’s the last 
time she saw her son alive. 

Nicholas was thrown from 


| her car after it was struck by a 


Honda driven by Derek Cough- 
lin, 34, of Burlington, Mass., 
who was allegedly drunk and 
talking on a cellular phone. 

The impact pinned Blood 
inside her Buick. 

Nicholas was pronounced 
dead at Lawrence General Hos- 
pital. 

“T just remember the car 
coming and I was getting 
scared, and that’s the last thing I 
remember,” Blood said about 
last Thursday’s accident. “I was 
wondering why he was coming 


Blood, 39, who suffered a 
few broken ribs and a dislocated 


| shoulder in the accident, spoke 
' just before being released from 


the hospital this week. Still con- 
sumed by grief, she told her 
story — with the help of family — 
of the minutes leading up to the 
crash which killed her son. 

The mother and son were 
returning from Rivier College in 
Nashua, N.H., where they 
picked up a cat belonging to one 
of Blood’s two daughters, 
Amanda N. Terry. The college 
had told the 18-year-old she

could not keep the cat on cam- 
pus. 

Heading north on 1-495, her 
1990 Buick LeSabre broke 
down near the Route 133 exit in 
Andover. She called a friend, 
Michael Swallow of Seabrook, 
N.H., for help. A service truck 
stopped and told them the prob- 
lem was the alternator, said 
Blood’s mother Dolores A. Fed- 
erico of California. 

Swallow arrived and the 
three were going to get into his 
car when they decided to go 
back for the cat, said Blood’s 


aunt, Donna Rose Challis of 


Colorado. 

Federico said Swallow told 
her he saw the cat walking 
around the wreckage after the 
crash, but the family has no idea 
what happened to the feline. 

Blood was released from the 
hospital yesterday evening, and 
her family and friends planned 
to keep her on suicide watch 24 
hours a day. Blood said she 
“can't face” going back to her 
Church Street home, which is 
littered with toys, photographs 
and other reminders of 
Nicholas, so she will stay at the 
home of her ex-husband, Timo- 
thy Blood, in Merrimac until she 
decides what to do. 

Blood, who recently lost her 
job as a secretary, had sole cus- 
tody of Nicholas and struggled 
to support him through jobs in 
food service and at a bank, 
friends and family said. She 
admits that she battled alco- 
holism herself but has been 
drink-free for two years. 

“I sat there and fought the 
addiction of alcohol, and I don’t 
drink at all, and now a drunk 
driver killed my son,” Blood 
said. “It doesn’t make sense to 
me.” 

Friends and family members 
remembered Monday how 
Nicholas liked to sing and have 
his picture taken and could 
make friends in “two seconds,” 


as friend David B. Kimball of 


Danville, N.H., put it. The 
blond-haired boy loved puzzles 
and was so skilled at them that 
he solved ones made for 13- and 
14-year-olds, Kimball said. 

“At 4 years old, at birthday 
parties he went around and 
made sure the other kids had 
toys to play with,” Kimball said. 

“(Nicholas) was so proud,” 
Blood said. “He just learned 
how to write his name this 
week.” 

The boy’s father is David A. 
Drolet of Salisbury. Paul J. Dro- 
let said his brother David, who 
saw Nicholas on weekends, is 
“absolutely devastated” and too 
upset to comment. 

As for Coughlin — who has 
89 prior driving violations but 
none for drunken driving - 
Blood’s family and friends said 
they simply want whatever jus- 
tice the court hands down. Not 
only should Coughlin never 
drive again, the family said, but 
this case should prompt authori- 
ties to tighten the rules that 
allow drivers back on the road 
after repeated violations. 

Coughlin’s lawyer, Richard 
Bardi, argued in court Friday 
that his client was not drunk, but 
was running late and distracted 
by a cellular phone conversa- 
tion. Bardi said Coughlin 
wished he could trade places 
with the dead boy. 

Blood said she has “bad 
thoughts” about what should 
happen to Coughlin and has 
talked them over with her pas- 
tor. She knows she is supposed 
to have compassion, “But I 
don’t. I just can’t now.” 

“I don’t know what justice 
would be,” Challis said, grimac- 
ing with pain and her voice ris- 
ing with tears. “I want his heart 
(to be) soft and to understand 
what he’s done and to never do 
it again.” 

The one glimmer of good- 
ness amid the pain has been the 
deluge of support from friends

Andover Historical Society. 

“There’s definitely been a movement 
where families want to spend leisure me 
experiencing things,” said Clements

Drawn to nature in her writing

N ANDOVER’S RURAL 
LANDSCAPE — say, In 
a churchyard ceme- 
tery or near a weep- 
ing willow — Deborah 
Warren often finds musi- 
cal inspiration. 

The award-winning 
poet and local resident 
will appear at the 8th 
Annual Robert Frost Fes- 
tival on Saturday, Oct. 
23, where she will read 
works by Frost and other 
poets. 

“If someone asked me 
to define poetry, I’d have 
to tell them to just look at 
Robert Frost,” said War- 
ren. “He has something to say and he says it

In her short career, Warren has achieved 
the kind of success for which many accom- 
plished writers have spent a lifetime work- 
ing. 

She began writing poetry about seven 
years ago. Her first ode was in honor of her 
parent’s 50th wedding anniversary. 

“| discovered then that I really liked writ- 
ing,” said Warren. 

Warren’s work soon gained some critical 


| attention. In 2000, she was the recipient of 


the Robert Penn Warren Prize, and was also 


| the runner-up for the T.S. Eliot Prize. 


In 2002, Warren attended the Frost Festi- 
val, where she won the Robert Frost Award 
for her poem Sheepdog Trials at Bleinau 


Ffestiniog. Her work was chosen out of 300

other contestants in the international writ- 
ing contest. 

Warren has two collections of poetry 
published, The Size of Happiness and Zero 
Meridian, which will be available in stores 
on Friday, Oct. 22. 

“Her poems are classically written and 
formally beautiful,” said Mark Schorr, exec- 
utive director of the Robert Frost Founda- 
tion. “In every reading I’ve heard Deborah 
give, she reaches people.” 

Warren, who like Frost was first pub- 
lished in England, describes poetry as a 
musical language. 

“There are two facets of music in poetry, 
musical words and musical rhythm.” War- 


ren explained. “The words evoke all sorts of 


pictures and the rhythm is the actual beat, or 
accents, in the line.” 


Frost, who spent some time working in a 
Lawrence mill as a lamp lighter, often 
pulled images from his hometown and 
immortalized them in his art. 

Warren also draws inspiration from the 
backdrop of home 

“Country life inspires me,” said Warren. 
“It’s bits of places rather than whole places 
that I think are more interesting.” 

Warren, who taught English and Latin at 
the Pike School for several years, said the 
West Parish Cemetery is one of her favorite 
places in town. She has written about the 
old organ inside the funeral chapel there. 

Along with her husband, George Mac- 
Naughton, and their nine children, Warren 
has resided on Reservation Road for about 
15 years. 

Warren’s poems have touched upon love, 
death, mythology and religion, but the 
writer admits she is always fishing for the 
big one, the one that outshines all the others. 

“T think it’s a dream that all writers think 
about at one time or another,” said Warren, 
whose favorite Frost poem is For Once, 
Then, Something. “Even Frost wanted to 
write a few things that would become 
lodged in people’s minds ... and you cannot 
out-Frost Frost.” 

The festival, highlighting local literary 
efforts, will be held at the Bashara Boat 
House, | Eaton St., on the Lawrence River- 
front Park, from | to 4 p.m. A day of poet- 
ry, printing and performance will include a 
keynote address by Professor W.D. Taylor, 
locally published students from Andover 
and Lawrence high schools reading poems, 
and the announcement of this year’s Frost 
poetry award-winner.

Reflexology offers healing art of foot massage to sweep away pain

Eyes closed, she takes a deep 
breath in, then out. Using her 
thumbs, she presses firmly on the 
center of the foot, looking to trig- 
ger a warm sensation that will 
shoot through the body and melt 
away tension. 

By applying this natural heal- 
ing art, called reflexology, 
Andover resident Tamar Katz 
hopes her new business, Feet First, 
will bring relief to many locals 
who suffer from medical prob- 
lems. 

“Imagine stepping on some- 
thing sharp,” says Katz. “Your 
whole body reacts because of a 
sensation felt through the foot. 
The foot has about 7,000 nerve 
endings that connect to different 
points in the body and Reflexolo- 
gy stimulates those pathways to 
help relax it.” 

Reflexology is the application 
of pressure techniques to the feet 
and hands, meant to sooth and 
stimulate the senses. An ancient 
practice used in Eastern medicine 
for 5,000 years, the massage ther- 
apy was reported by the Reflexol- 
ogy Symposium in China to be 93 
percent effective in treating 63 
common health disorders includ- 
ing arthritis, migraines, back pain, 
sleep deprivation and stress. 

In Katz’s office, a cozy nook 
located inside the Colonial Barber 
Shop at 166 North Main St., burn- 
ing candles and soft music evoke 
an environment where stress is no 
longer welcome, but relaxation is. 

“Reflexology works directly 
through foot reflexes, or nerve 
pathways, to relieve pain and clear 
the mind,” says Katz, who 
received her certification from the 
Palmer Institute of Body Work in 
Salem, Mass.. 

Dr. William Fitzgerald intro- 
duced the ancient sensory therapy 
to Western medicinal practices in 
1913, referring to the healing art 

s “zone therapy.” He noted that 
reflex areas in the hands and feet 
are linked to other areas in the 
body within the same zone. 

“Congestion or tension in any 
part of the foot is mirrored in cor- 
responding parts of the body,” 
says Katz. 

Pressing her thumbs against the 
foot’s solar plexus, a reflex con- 
nected to the body’s central ner- 
vous system behind the stomach 


and in front of the diaphragm, 
Katz is able to restore calm by reg- 
ulating breathing patterns. She 
calls it the “place to press for deep 
relaxation.” 

Paul Modelo, a barber at Colo- 
nial Barber Shop, compares the 
treatment to floating on air. 

“All of my tension from the 
knees down seemed to disappear,” 
Modelo says. “I think it’s just as 
beneficial as a visit to the chiro- 
practor because Tamar is actually 
working on nerve endings that 
affect the whole body. It feels 
wonderful.”

The treatment begins with a 
warm foot bath infused with 
essential oils. Katz then seats her 
clients in a comfortable chair that 
cradles the body before using hot 
stones that she glides over the skin 
to awaken nerve endings. Then 
she begins kneading, stroking and 
gently pressing on different reflex 
points in the feet to target hot 
spots in the body for improving 
overall physical health. 

A one-hour treatment costs 
$60, but Katz is offering an intro- 
ductory special throughout Octo- 
ber for $50.

Katz says that while Western 
science has not recognized reflex- 
ology as a means of healing ail- 
ments, the art has been 
used by doctors throughout the 
world to diagnose and treat med- 
ical conditions. 

“Similar to massage techniques 
for the back, Reflexology actually 
stimulates even more nerve end- 
ings to offer a complete therapeu- 
tic method of relieving pain,” 
Katz, calling her practice 
food” for the body. 

Her clients range in ages and 
include both men and women. The 
reflexologist claims she can help 
remedy a number of complica- 
tions, from sports-related injuries 
to chronic fatigue. 

“Stress and tension affect 
everyone in their daily lives,” says 
Katz.

homeowners walked in, but were 
inside looks into what other peo- 
ple were doing to create ideal 
living spaces.

New kitchens in older homes

A new wrinkle on our face adds charac- 
ter. A few gray hairs are distinguishing. But 
none of us would wear a bustle or be caught 
dead wearing those 1980s shoulder pads. 

Having charac- 
ter and being distinguished are attractive, 
but an original kitchen is the out-of-date 
fashion we'd never, ever wear. 

On Saturday, Oct. 23, the Andover His- 
torical Society will offer a unique opportu- 
nity to see the updated kitchens of five of 
the town’s older homes as part of its Tastes 
and Treasures Kitchen Tour and Auction. 
“Everyone has their idea of a dream 
kitchen,” says Elaine Clements, executive 
director of the Andover Historical Society.

“And with kitchen renovation so popular, 
we decided to showcase older homes where 
the owners updated the kitchens, but still 
preserved the integrity of the period.” 

The society does not want to reveal the 
homes that will be part of the tour. 

One kitchen in a colonial revival home 
built around 1930 had, according to the 
owner, “lots of layers of wallpaper,” plus 
other outdated features. In planning the ren- 
ovations, the owner wanted to have an open- 
concept feel in keeping with the original 
house style. 

“T love old, unique homes,” says the 
owner. “Irregular kitchens, old floors, the 
history. | wanted an updated kitchen, but I 
didn’t want to lose the character, the bones 
of the house.” To achieve that goal, 
the kitchen was punched out and a 
low, bead board, sloped ceiling 
and a bay window with a seat were 
added. While advanced appliances 
and granite countertops were 
included as part of the renovation, 
the addition of mirrored, wood- 
framed back splashes and hard- 
wood floors enhance the home’s 
original charm. 

Another kitchen on the tour 
wasn’t necessarily historical, but it 
was vintage. The original 1952 
kitchen had birch cabinets, Formi- 
ca countertops, linoleum floors 
and a fluorescent ring light. “It 
was time for a change,” explains 
the owner. “But I decided against a 
very contemporary design, 
because I wanted the kitchen to 
blend with the traditional style of 
the house and its furnishing.” 
While the owner felt that the lay- 
out of the kitchen basically 
worked, the redesign focused on 
brightening the kitchen by boxing 
out a new window and lowering it 
to counter height to increase the 
natural light and provide a better 
view of the yard. The refrigerator 
was moved to the opposite wall 
and replaced by a custom-built 
hutch that displays the owner’s

collection of blue and white dishes from 
Finland. 

According to Clements, the kitchen tour 
offers more than a voyeuristic opportunity 
to see dream kitchens. “The kitchen tour is a 
good opportunity to see what can be done, 
to find out the process of renovating and to 
scope out kitchen designers, contractors and 
appliances.” 

The owner of one of the older kitchens 
on the tour agrees. When it was time to ren- 
ovate the kitchen in her 1910s home, she 
went to as many kitchen tours as she could 
find. “It’s great to go into a store and see a 
12 inch by 12 inch piece of granite, but how 
will that small piece look as a whole coun- 
tertop? The kitchen tour provides a live 
application of all the samples you see in the 
stores.” 

In addition to the kitchen tour, the His- 
torical Society will host an hors d’ oeuvres 
and dessert reception with music by the jazz 
band It Don’t Mean a Thing, and featuring a 
live and silent auction of more than 100 
items that include artwork, antiques, an ori- 
ental rug, vacation homes, gift certificates 
from restaurants and local merchants and 
much more. “Last year was the first time we 
combined the kitchen tour and the auction 
into Tastes and Treasures,” says Clements. 
“It was so popular, we decided to do it again 
this year.” 

The kitchen tour runs from 10 a.m. to 4 
p.m. and tickets are $20. The reception and 
auction will take place at Old Town Hall, 
also called the Town House, on Main Street 
at 7:30 p.m. Tickets to this are $22. For 
those interested in attending both the tour 
and the reception and auction, a combina- 
tion ticket is available for $35. 

All proceeds from the combined events 
Support the educational mission of the 
Andover Historical Society, which provides 
programs to school-age children and the 
community, and is home to more than 
40,000 paintings, documents, articles of 
clothing, local manufactures and other items 
representing the history and evolution of 
Andover.

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North Andover home powered by back-yard solar panels

By all accounts, the 186- 
year-old house at 84 Academy 
Road in North Andover is his- 
toric. But take a closer look. 

In the basement, fixed above 
the cleanout box for the fire- 
place stands $5,000 worth of 
state-of-the-art electronics that 
turn the 3,000-square-foot 
house into a mini power plant. 

Banks of solar panels in the 
back yard convert sunlight into 
more than enough electricity to 
power the house, car, lawn 
mowers and tractors, with 
enough left over to share with 
the rest of Merrimack Valley, all 
thanks to the fancy hardware. 

“It’s kind of a strange juxta- 
position between the house and 
the solar panels, but we just see 
it as Conservation,” said home- 
owner James Worden, who is 
opened his home for public 
inspection as part of a statewide 
tour of energy-efficient homes 
earlier this month. 

“But, once it’s all installed, 
there’s really nothing to do,” 
Worden said. “It’s pretty simple 
stuff.” 

Simple if you're an electrical 
engineer specializing in solar 
power, as Worden is. He’s co- 
owner of Woburn-based Solec- 
tria, which started out making 
electric cars, but now concen- 
trates most of its efforts on the 
hardware that helps houses like 
his declare independence from 
companies like MassElectric.

The house still has a 
respectable gas heating bill, 
Worden said, but everything 
else is solar-powered. The pan- 
els in the back yard produce 
enough electricity to heat the 
water, run the stove, and charge 
the banks of batteries that 
power the family cars. 

With all the original win- 
dows, doors and walls, the 
house is far from fuel efficient, 
Worden admits. But, with free 
electricity, who cares? 

On cloudy days and cold 
winter nights, the house pulls 
energy from MassElectric’s 
wires, which lead into the base- 
ment and connect to the wiring
